REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Best 
reference noted is Ginzburg et al. The latter teaches an apparatus that includes 
modulator drivers for receiving demultiplexd high-speed binary data signals, through 
four channels, to be processed through the communication system by first modulating ( 
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encoding ) binary data signals in each of the four channels, and then demodulating ( 
decoding ) them later during the process before multiplexing them into a single high- 
speed stream of binary data signals. The lightwave modulator of the present invention, 
as recited in the broadest independent claim 1 , is driven by a processor controlled 
modulator driver, which driver is for receiving multiplexd binary data signals and for 
generating high fidelity variable gain output signals with a low level of over and 
undershoot and having a high extinction ratio in response to multiplexed binary data 
signals. In view of the foregoing, it is noted the two inventions contain diverging subject 
matter.
